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State legislators grill CSU chancellor 


Senator looks to 
trim CMS costs 
by $25 million

State lawmakers grilled CSU 
Chancellor Charles Reed and Execu- 
tive Vice-Chancellor Richard West 
about a recent audit that questioned 
the ethics and business sense of the 


university’s contract with software gi- 
ant PeopleSoft to run its $662 million 
Common Management System com- 
puter program. 

“Tt is clear that the legislature needs 
to be more demanding of CSU, and 
that our trust has been misplaced,” 
said committee chair Assembly- 
woman Rebecca Cohn, (D-Camp- 
bell), in Thursday’s frequently com- 
bative hearing of the Joint Legislative 
Audit Committee. “There has been 


damage to trust.” 


CMS is a managerial computer 
network upgrade intended to unify in- 


formation tracking, including human 
resources and financial aid data, 
among CSU’s 23 campuses. The uni- 
versity estimated the total costs of im- 
plementing the system at $440 million, 
and hoped to have it finished by 2006. 

However, the report prepared by 
State Auditor Elaine Howle found that 
CSU, among other things, underesti- 


mated costs of implementing the sys- 


tem by over $200 million, neglected to 
engage in a competitive bidding 
process, and failed to develop a busi- 
ness plan with a cost-benefit analy- 
sis. 


‘This is a severe black eye for the 
CSU system,” said Sen. Richard Alar- 
con, (D-San Fernando Valley), who 


commissioned the audit along with 


Assemblyman Manny Diaz, (D-San 
Jose). “You went out and bought a 
Mercedes Benz, but you haven’t jus- 
tified why you needed a Mercedes.” 

Sacramento State successfully 
launched its PeopleSoft Human Re- 
sources and Financials software on 
April 1, two days before Reed faced 
the committee, but Sen. Alarcon be- 
lieved the JLAC hearings will proba- 
bly result in either a “time-out” peri- 


od or a slow-down in the CMS roll- 
out. ; 

‘There clearly has to be a recon- 
sideration of this project,” said Alar- 
con, who is looking to trim the $92 
million annual operating budget of 
CMS by at least $25 million. “The 
main desire is to get the money back 
in the classroom.” 


Thursday’s hearing was suffused | 


with tension from the outset—Reed 
and West’s hands occasionally ap- 
peared to tremble as they answered 
questions from the combative com-

Sen. Alarcon looks 
to cut the CMS

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Popular activist warns of nuclear warfare

Anti-war activist Daniel Ells- 
berg spoke on campus Friday night 
in the University Union Ballroom. 

Ellsberg, who is best known 
for leaking the Pentagon Papers 
to the press, has recently written a 
book titled “Secrets,” which de- 
scribes the release of the Papers 
and their relation to the Vietnam 
War. 

‘“‘We may be on the verge of 
using tactical nuclear weapons for 
the first time since World War II,” 
Ellsberg said during his speech. 

A veteran of the Vietnam War, 
Ellsberg was a former U.S. ma- 
rine serving as a platoon leader, 
company commander and platoon- 
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The inaugural weekend for the Pacific Coast Soft- 
ball conference started off as close to perfection as 
possible.

Ellsberg said that controlling 
access to Iraqi oil, which is second 
largest oil reserve in the world, 
would allow power and leverage 
over other countries who depend 
on that oil. However, many large 
oil companies may not be so will- 
ing to invest millions of dollars in 
an area where there is instability, he 
said 

The founding fathers never in- 
tended for one man to have the 
power of going to war, Ellsberg 
said.

A Sacramento State student 
died March 29 when the van she 
was riding in overturned en route 
to a religious retreat. 

Iman Hanalla, 24, was one of 
five killed in the accident that oc- 
curred at 3 a.m. when their van 
drifted into oncoming traffic while 
going 70 mph on Interstate 15 near 
Yermo, Calif. | 

The driver, Peter Demian, 27, 
of Mountain View, lost control 
when he tried to steer the van back 
into its lane, causing the van to 
overturn and eject 11 of its 14 pas- 
sengers. 

The van’s passengers were 
from the Coptic Orthodox Church 
and were making a yearly trip 
from the Bay Area to the St. An- 
thony Monastery for a weekend 
of prayer.

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Two juvenile suspects were ar- 
rested on suspicion of attempted 
bicycle theft on March 31. 

The pair was spotted riding onto 
campus on a single bicycle. 

“The two suspects returned to 
the bike compound after a police of- 
ficer asked them to leave,” Public 
Information Officer John Hamrick 
said. “One was riding on the handle 
bars, planning to steal another bike 
so they could ride off on the bicy- 
cle they were planning to steal.” 

Between March 21-24, five bi- 
cycles were stolen from various lo- 
cations on campus in what appears 
to be related events. 

‘With the spring season ap- 
proaching, Police expect an increase 
in bike theft, and the police antici- 
pate there will be more bicycles 
stolen in the Spring than in the Fall 
semester,” Hamrick _ said. 

On Saturday, March 22 two bi- 
cycles were stolen from Draper Hall 
and Bike Compound One, the only 
guarded compound. The total stolen 
lost value of all five bikes that 
weekend is $1170, according to po- 
lice records.

At a press conference Monday, 
Diaz emphasized the need for stu- 
dent input. 

“This bill will bring attention to 
(the) need for student participation,” 
Diaz said. “It’s important to estab- 
lish the proper type of process with 
sufficient time for review.” 

Former ASI President Artemio 
Pimentel agreed. 

“We want a stronger voice,’ said 
Pimentel, who is the current ASI 
representative to the California State 
Student Association, where he 
serves as the chair of the Board of 
Directors. 

“The CSU may be the cheapest 
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CSSA Chair Artemio Pimentel said Monday at the Capitol that stu- 
dents are dealing with higher fees and a lower quality of education. 


education in the nation, but we have 
a higher cost of living and higher 
cost of transportation,” Pimentel 
said. 

Stephen Klass, chair of the 
Board of Directors for the Univer- 
sity of California Student Associa- 
tion, cited the need for a broad coali- 
tion among all California students. 

‘We had two weeks’ notice for 
the midterm increase,” Klass said. 
“Students had to take out unsubsi- 
dized loans, work longer, or even 
drop out.”

Currently, no student approval is 
required to enact tuition increases. 
The CSU Board of Trustees ap- 
proved a mid-year tuition increase 
last December. Due to budget con- 
straints, another 25 percent increase 
to student fees is expected before 
Fall 2003. 

AB 550 is not expected to be 
enacted before the Board of 
Trustees approves the fee hike. 

The bill will be heard and dis- 
cussed in the Committee on High- 
er Education on April 22.

mittee, which repeatedly chided 
CSU for what it perceived as a cay- 
alier attitude towards the auditors 
and a major breach of trust in their 
procurement process. 

When Cohn asked Reed why 
he didn’t have a comprehensive 
business plan for implementing 
CMS, Reed answered, “I don’t 
know.” He also said that the audit’s 
findings “caused me several sleep- 
less nights” and claimed CSU was 
currently undertaking a cost-bene- 
fit analysis, as well as all of the au- 
dit’s twenty-nine other recommen- 
dations. 

Several committee members 
criticized the CMS deal for taking 
money away from instructional 
services, especially with cutbacks 
and fee hikes looming for Califor- 
nia colleges. 

Individual CSU campuses were 
supposed to pay their share to im- 
plement the centralized CMS pro- 
gram. However, the audit found 
that only seven of twenty-three 
CSU campuses had a budget plan to 
pay for CMS, and only CSU Los 
Angeles had done a cost-benefit 
analysis. 

Another controversial point cen- 
tered around former CSU Vice- 
Chancellor of IT Services David 






Emst, who committee members be- 
lieved was involved in a conflict 
of interest because of his ties with 
PeopleSoft. 

The audit revealed that People- 
Soft paid Ernst to facilitate meetings 
and to work with existing university 
clients, which didn’t include CSU 
at the time, while presiding over 
the office that eventually contract- 
ed PeopleSoft to implement CMS. 
Emst was promoted to CSU Chief 
Information Officer one year after 
the PeopleSoft contract was signed. 
_ “’m very concerned about a 
culture of corruption here,” said 
Sen. Tom McClintock, (R-Thou- 
sand Oaks), who also said CSU 
“blissfully tolerated” their conflicts 
of interest. “Somebody needs to 
be fired over this, and I want to 
know who it is,” he said. 

Cohn, who repeatedly used the 
phrase “deeply disturbed” to de- 
scribe her feelings about the Peo- 
pleSoft deal, was also troubled by 
CSU’s awarding of sole-source con- 
tracts, especially since the CSU pol- 
icy manual forbids them except 
when proven in writing that only 
one source exists for the product 
available. 


In this case, other corporations, 


including IBM, were negotiating 
with CSU for the CMS deal before 


Genius comes in many forms.

PeopleSoft won their sole-source 
contract. 

“We made a judgement that 
may have been in error,” said Chan- 
cellor Reed. “I think that we prob- 
ably should have bid this.” 

Reed defended CSU’s deal by 
stressing the university’s need for a 
comprehensive computer system 
to replace their antiquated models. 
However, the committee felt Reed 
and West were evading the issues. 

“We’re not getting direct an- 
swers here,” said Alarcon. “‘No- 
body ever questioned the need for 
CSU tovhave a computer system. 
The questions we’re raising are rel- 
ative to protocol.” 

Cohn ultimately outlasted her 
colleagues, and closed the four-and- 
a-half hour hearing when McClin- 
tock’s departure left her alone on the 
committee. 

Thursday’s hearing was the sec- 
ond by the Joint Legislative Audit 
Committee, which will continue to 
examine the Common Manage- 
ment System in future hearings, 
most likely within the next two 
weeks. 

Alarcon said the next hearing 
will cover many of the same issues, 
but that the committee will hone in 
on more specific guidelines for 
trimming costs and regaining trust.

candidate names of campaign ma- 
terials, such as signs or flyers, to one.

The most visible slate on campus 
at this point, is Ucovich’s Unity slate. 
Large signs featuring the slate name 
and photos of the candidates were 
posted in the library quad right after 
campaigning legally began on March 
oN. 

The third presidential hopeful is 
Brandon. Kline, the current Chief of 
Staff for President Eric Guerra. Kline 
has put together a small slate called 
“The Home Team.” 

‘We’ re here to promote the uni- 
versity, not ourselves,” Kline said. 
“We want to bring the students clos- 
er to ASI.” 

The Home Team will run on a 
platform of improving parking, 
building a new arena and not allow- 
ing student fees to increase.

Ellsberg admitted that North 
Korea is a great threat to the Unit- 
ed States because they are able to 
sell nuclear weapons to potential 
terrorists. 

‘There is no military solution to 
dealing with North Korea,” Ells- 
berg said. “You and I do not have 
a commander in chief, but we do 
have a President, whether we vot- 
ed for him or not.”

names he called his older sisters 
when he was little, and he has 
called them the names ever since. 

Hanalla, who attends Sac State, 
said he had talked with his sisters 
about taking a trip after Iman’s 
graduation this summer to visit 
cousins in New Jersey or family 
in Egypt, where they were born. 

In the last month, Hanalla said 
Iman was starting to enjoy the chal- 
lenge of her work in computer sci- 
ence. 

Fellow computer science stu- 
dent Sonny Ramsay enlisted 
Iman’s help last year when he was 
organizing an Engineering and 
Computer Science Day speech for 
prospective students. The repre- 
sentative from computer science 
dropped out, but Ramsay spotted 
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Iman in the crowd. “There was 
something about her where I just 
knew she’d be the one to repre- 
sent computer science,” he said. 

She was initially very shy, but 
agreed to give an impromptu 
speech, he said. 

“Everyone had a chance to pre- 
pare, but she didn’t, and what she 
said just blew everyone away,” he 
said. She spoke “from her heart” 
about how much she loved her ma- 
jor and her strong family support. 

Ramsay has a recording of the 
speech, which Iman’s family want- 
ed to see. Iman gave him a blank 
tape to make a copy for her fami- 
ly, but he never got around to do- 
ing it. | 

Dalal originally started her col- 
lege studies as a computer science 
major and Iman as a communica- 
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tions major, but the two swapped 
majors after describing to each oth- 
er how interesting their studies 
were, Hanalla said. 

Hanalla said Iman was either 
going to get a job after receiving 
her bachelor’s degree or pursue a 
higher degree. 

Basma Marmosh met Iman 
during her second year at Sac State 
and became good friends with her. 
“Tt was her smile, laughter and 
great sense of humor that attracted 
most people to her. Iman had this 
way about her which seemed to 
unite people. She would sit with a 
group of people, no matter who 
they were, and crack jokes, make 
everyone laugh, and in general 
lighten the mood in any setting,” 
she said. 

Hanalla said he and his sisters 


were normal kids who fought 
sometimes but got really close dur- 
ing their college years. 

“Friends sometimes come and 
go, but we were always there for 
each other,” he said. 

Hanalla said he was planning 
on going on the retreat, but he had 
three exams the coming week and 
decided he’d take advantage of the 
weekend to study. 

He was sleeping in late the 
morning when his sisters were 
killed. A friend called to say there 
was an accident. 

‘T wasn’t sure if he was joking. 
I thought of April Fool’s coming 
up,” he said. 

He called his priest in Hayward 
for confirmation. The priest told 
Hanalla that five had died. Hanal- 
la then asked if any of those were 



































his sisters and the priest told him 
two of those five were. 

Both sisters were heavily in- 
volved in the Coptic Orthodox 
Church, a denomination of Egypt- 
ian Christians. 

“I can’t imagine how anyone 
could deal with this without any 
faith. It would be too chaotic, too 
senseless,’ he said. 

He has human feelings where 
he wants his sisters back, he said, 
but finds solace in his sisters being 
in union with God. | 

“It boggles me how I was a 
brother to two angels and was 
oblivious to it,” he said. 

Hanalla eulogized his sisters in 
their memorial, which was held in 
Monterey last week.

NCAA must turn focus to athletes’ rights

down the days to the beginning 
of the 2003-04 season. 

““(Sitting) has been benefi- 
cial,” Pugh said of his required 
one-year transfer penalty. “But if 
I could have transferred in with 
an option of playing or not, I 
probably would have played.” 

NCAA officials and universi- 
ties are quick to suspend and 
punish teams that violate NCAA 
regulations, in an effort to keep 
things fair for college athletic 
competition. 

But the NCAA isn’t so quick 
to defend the rights of athletes 
when it comes to the protection 
of a school’s athletic program. 

Athletes like Pugh pledge 
their ability, eligibility and four 
most formative years to a 
university’s athletic program and 
coach. 

They commit to the school, 
coach and fans that they will 
give their best performances 
during their four years of 
eligibility — it’s an apparently 
equal and fair exchange. The 
athlete gets a scholarship, the 
school gets a stellar athlete, but 
what does the athlete really get 
in return? 

Scholarships are renewed 
year-to-year with the possibility 
of being revoked. Then there is 
the shocking realization that, at 
any moment, the coach who 
promised an athlete playing time 
and a program that they would 
benefit from could be replaced 
without a moment’s notice. 


So there an athlete sits with 
the letter of intent signed and 
expectations of playing for the 
coach who recruited him; then, 
abruptly, the university an- 
nounces the coach has been 
exterminated. 

What is an athlete to do? 

The only two options: 
Transfer to another school or 
wither away in athletic purgatory 
at the end of the bench for a 
coach who never wanted you to 
begin with, as he/she continues 
to parade in new recruits they 
want playing in their system. 

If one chooses to transfer, 
good luck finding a school 
wishing to use three scholarship 
years on a player with two years 
of eligibility left. 

The athlete seems to get the 
raw end of the deal, but to keep 
the sanctity of college athletics 
existing without corruption, a 
transfer athlete is punished by 
being forced to sit out a year, not 
the program or university. 

In fact, only one of the four 
players who were recruited with 
Pugh in 2000 for the Minutemen 
will be with the squad next year 
for the 2003-04 season. 

“Some (players) are at a 
disadvantage right away,’ Sac 
State football player Seth Deyo 
said of coaching changes. “It’s 
not because they are not working 
hard, it is just the luck of the 
draw.” 

With five coaching changes 
made last year at Sac State, it 
will be interesting to see what 


will happen with Hornet athletes. 
Second year women’s soccer 
coach Karen Hanks will be 
bringing in 10 new recruits for 
next season. 

To make room, seven of last 
year’s players were released 
from the team; three of those 
players were on partial scholar- 
ships. | 
Hanks has every right to 
make the decisions she sees fit 
for her team, but for players who 
may want to transfer to another 
university, they should have the 
right to play immediately, not 
suffer for a season on the bench. 
The coaching change was not 
their decision, therefore not their 
punishment to endure. 

The NCAA should be forced 
to address the growing problem 
if fairness and equality are the 
goals of the organization. 

The year of penalty for a 
transfer should be eliminated in 
the event of a coaching switch, 
and players that have signed 
letter of intents to the program 
should be let out of their 
agreement if the coach is 
changed before they even attend 
apractice. ; 

“The transfer rule is to protect 
the school program... but at the 
same time it puts the player at a 
disadvantage,” Deyo said. 

With all the NCAA laws and 
regulations to punish the 
programs that commit violations, 
they fail to realize they are 
committing the biggest infrac- 
tions of all.

The Sacramento State softball 
team has caught fire at just the right 
time, having won five straight, in- 
cluding the first four within its new- 


ly formed Pacific Coast Softball 


Conference. 

The Hornets swept Saint Mary’s 
at Shea Stadium, four games to 
none, in both Saturday and Sun- 
day doubleheaders. The Hornets 
also took one-of-two games against 
No. 13-ranked Stanford last 
Wednesday, bringing their record 
to 25-15 overall and 4-0 in the 
PCSC. 

Sac State won the second game 
against the Gaels on Sunday, 10-0. 
The Hornets were led by senior Jil- 
lian Bivert’s 3-for-3 performance, 
which included a home run, a dou- 
ble and a career-high five RBI. 
Bivert, now with 27° RBI on the 
year, became the caréer RBI léader 
in Sac State Div. I program history 
with 85. Junior Nicole Deatherage 
pitched a one-hit shutout to get the 
win. 

“(A 4-0 start) was right where 
we wanted to be opening up,” head 
coach Kathy Strahan said. “Every 
game is going to count in this con- 
ference. There are probably three or 
four schools in the conference that 
can win it.

In the first game of Sunday’s 
doubleheader, sophomore Brianne 
Ferguson threw a four-hit shutout 
over the Gaels, as the Hornets won 
4-0.

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Engineering triple threat 
takes flight and triumphs

Sacramento State students Seitu Barron, 
Kenyeon Barnett, and Darina Palacio launched 
a model glider designed for the Boeing Flight 
Competition in Anaheim last month, but they 
weren't sure they could beat competing teams 
from other colleges. 

They launched their creation twice and 
the glider soared through the air quickly and 
cleanly each time, but so did a few other com- 
peting planes. While the judges measured the 
distances and made their decision, the Sac 
State team waited with anticipation. 

In the end, their glider flew the farthest— 
111 feet and seven inches—earning them the 
grand prize of $1600 for the 2003 competition. 

‘[ thought we were going to place at least,” 
said team leader Seitu Barron, a senior me- 
chanical engineering major. “But I didn’t know 
we were going to do as good as we did.” 

The competition (which was from March 
19-23 this year) is held every year at a na- 
tionwide convention for the National Soci- 
ety of Black Engineers (NSBE). Barron is 
the only member from this year’s campus 
team who competed last year. 

“(Last year), it took about two and a half 
months to work on it,” said Barron. ‘But once 
you have a template to work off of, it’s not a 
lot of work. We put about four weeks in (this

“T was cited about beating 
other top notch schools,’ she said. 
“We all tried to be very communi- 
ty oriented. We (came from) dif- 
ferent schools, but we’re still (all) 
the NSBE.” 

The third member of the Sac 
State team, junior Kenyeon Bar- 
nett, another civil engineering ma- 
jor, tried to create a lighthearted ri- 
valry with competitors. 

“‘T tried to start a rivalry,’’ he ad- 
mitted. “But it didn’t work.” 


Their glider, constructed from a 
single sheet of Balsa wood, was 
launched with a rubber band and 
carried a payload of two quarters. 
They kept the wingspan short to 
help their creation fly like a jet. 

‘We had a basic design,” said 
Palacio. “The template we used 
was pretty good. Most of the oth- 
er planes had paint on (them) and 
extravagant things they didn’t really 
need.” 

Barnett designed the plane and 
cut the pieces from the Balsa wood, 
and Palacio helped with the con- 


struction. She also helped write the : 


report, which caught the judges’ 
attention for clarity and good writ- 
ing. Casi Chandler, a sophomore 
mechanical engineering major, also 
helped as a fourth member of the 
team. 

The teammates plan on going to 
graduate school once they com- 
plete their undergraduate degrees, 
and they feel that the win will look 
great on their resumes.
